Washing Silk 


Silk requires careful washing and 
squeezing not to strain the threads. 
Before washing colored, silks -soak 
them for a short time in cold water 
with salt in it. If ‘the. color .is in- 
clined to run, this will prevent it to 
a certain extent. -Silks of different 
colors should be soaked separately: 


If the color comes out considerably, |- 


hurry through the process as much 
as possible and do not let the ‘silk 
lie between the different waters, 
especially when there is a mixture 
of colors in the silk, as one color 
would run into the other. It is bet- 

to pass the article quickly from 
‘one water to another, and, in rinsing, 
add a- little salt or ammonia to the 
last water in order to fix the color. 
To give silk a good gloss, it is well 
to dip it, after rinsing, into methyl- 
ated spirit and water, the proportion 
being: one dessert-spoonful of spirit 
to ote cupful pf water.

Horticultural 
Hints 
PRUNING YOUNG. PEACH TREE 
Heading Should Be Done Just Above 


Location of Strong Buds—Cut 
Inside Branches. 


Heading on yearling peach trees 
just set out should be done just 
above the location of good strong buds. 
On two and three-year-old trees, only 
the inside branches, crossing branches 
abd. very low branches should be cut 
off,-and the tips headed back fram a 
quarter td a third. Very severe prun- 
ing will delay fruiting a year or more, 


Peacn Tree Before ‘Pruning—Fruit- 
Bearing Wood Has Been Largely at 
Point Remote From Main Limbs. 


a fact forcibly brought out by. ex- 
perimental work carried on by the 
New Jersey agricultural experiment 
station, The tips of very long twigs 
two feet or more in length, should be 
cut back slightly to strengthen. them. 

On: bearing peach trees jthe tops 
shoyl@ be open and vase-shaped to 
‘facilitate spraying, and to let plenty 
of light and air in, thus reducing 
trouble with brown rot and scab. 
Severe thinning out of the twigs is 
important. It is not desirable. to tip 
back twigs, as it promotes too much 
bushy growth and consequently poor 
color. 

On ‘old peach trees which have 
ceased to bear large crops through 
age or neglect, ‘rejuvehation can be 
accomplished. by cutting the top back 
very heavily—even going back into 
three and four-year-old wood, or even 
by cutting to stubs five or six feet 
from the trunk. ‘This severe pruning 
will force.out a new low head, and will 
revivify the tree, and. will, frequently 
$0. stimulate it that it will bear several 
more heavy crops. Thorough spray- 
ing, cultivation, and fertilization must 
fccompany this esl rstr eae if best 
results are to be obtained, .

HATCHET BEST FOR SICK HENS 


Many Reasons Enumerated Why: Ail- 
ing Fowls Should Be Killed 
Rather Than Cured.

The most reliable and profitable 
method for curing sick poultry’ is the 
hatchet. At least that seems to have 
been the experience of a large number 
of commercial poultry raisers. They 
find that it does not pay to spend much 
time or money in trying .to bring-e sick 
fowl back to health. Oné reason is 
that it takes considerable time, during 
which the bird will not belaying, and 
another is that a sick bird is always 
a menace to the rest of the flock. How- 
ever, in spite of the efficiency of ‘the 
hatchet as a cure, it is not good busi- 
ness to be careless just because such

Modifications of the bull-association 
plan advocated by’ the dairy division of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture are tried frequently.
